SECTION  I  -  OPERATIONS 


1*  (C)  INTRODUCTION s  This  Operational  Report  •  lessons  Learned  covers 
the  period  1  February  through  30  April  1969.  During  this  period,  the 
11th  Armored  Cavalry  Regiment  continued  Operation  TO  All  THANQ  (Phase  II) 
until  1 72UOOH  February  1969  and  Initiated  Operation  TO  AN  THING  (Phase  III) 
on  1 80001 H  February  1969.  The  11th  ACR  participated  in  Operation  ATLAS 
WEDGE  during  the  period  17  —  2U  March  1 969  and  on  1 2  April  initiated 
Operation  MONTANA  RAIDER  which  continued  through  the  reporting  period. 

The  Blackhoree  Regiment  conducted  operations  within  XU  CORPS  TACTICAL 
ZONE  with  the  Regiment(-)  under  the  operational  control  of  the  1st  Infan¬ 
try  Division  and  tho  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM).  The  Regiment  conducted 
operations  within  its  Tactical  Area  of  Responsibility  (TAOR),  Tactical 
Area  of  Interest  (TAOI),  and  elements  of  the  Regiment  conducted  operations 
in  the  provinces  of  BUR  IK)A,  BINH  DUONG,  B3NH  LOtt,  GIA  D3NH,  HAU  NGHIA, 
LONG  KHANH,  PHUOC  LONG,  PifUOC  TUI,  and  TAX  NINH. 

Squadrons  wore  OPCGN  to  BIEN  HDA  TACTICAL  AREA  OCHMAND,  1st  Infantry  Dlv-  •' 
ision,  and  DS  18th  AR7N  Division  at  different  times  throughout  the 
reporting  period.  Troop  and  platoon  size  units  conducted  operations 
with  the  1st  Australian  Task  Force,  18th  ARVN  Division,  5th  ARYN  Div¬ 
ision,  1st  Infantry  Division,  CAPITAL  MILITARY  ASSISTANCE  COMMAND,  and 
BIER  HOA  TACTICAL  AREA  COMMAND. 


During  portions  of  tho  reporting  period,  elocmts  of  the  following  1st 
Infantry  Division  units  were  OPCGN:  1-1 8th  Infantry.  2 -28th  Infantry, 

1  —Uth  Cavalry,  B/2-3fcth  Armor,  1-1 6th  Infantry  (Mech),  1-28th  Infantry, 
and  98i*th  land  Clearing  Company.  During  the  s me  period,  elments  of 
the  following  1st  Cavalry  Division  (AM)  units  were  OPCGN:  1-8th  Cavalry, 
2-7th  Cavalry,  2-1 2th  Cavalry,  1-5th  Cavalry,  and  2 -5th  Cavalry.  Both 
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A  and  B  Troops,  1-9th  Cavalry  (ARV’J)  were  CS  to  the  Regiment.  The  following 
Vietnamese  units  vara  DS  to  tha  Regiment  during  tha  raportlng  period:  36t.h 
Rangar  Battalion,  4th  Battalion,  9th  Regiment,  MINH  THANH  COG  Company,  26th 
Rivar  Assault  Group,  2nd  Battalion,  7th  Regiment,  8th  Regiment,  and  4th 
Battalion,  7th  Regiment. 

Operation  TQAN  THANG  (Phases  II  and  III)  was  characterised  by  cordon  and 
aaarch  operations  on  selected  villagae,  raconnaissanoe  In  force  missions, 
and  night  ambush  patrols.  The  11th  ACR  uncovered  nunsrous  base  camps  and 
caches  during  the  course  of  the  operation.  Significant  actions  in  tha 
campaign  ware  tha  insertion  of  the  Aero  Rifle  Platoon  reinforced  by  L 
and  *4/3/1 1th  ACR  and  D/2-28ih  Inf  In  a  B- 52  strike  area  on  4  Mav,  which 
resulted  In  23  NVA  KIA  and  12  NVA  rWs,  Operation  TWINKLETOES  during  tha 
period  14  -  16  tarch,  tha  F  Troop  contact  In  the  K4  WOODS  on  28  February, 
Operation  ATLAS  WEDGE  (17  -  24  tar),  which  resulted  In  335  NVA  KIA  (BC)  and 
11  PW't,  Operation  OMEGA  (25  -  27  Mar),  and  Oraration  MONTANA  RAIDER, 
which  pf* counted  for  226  KIA  (BC)  and  6  PW*s.  This  operation  oontlnued 
Into  the  next  quarter. 

The  Blackborse  Regiment  was  responsible  for  Blackhorse  Base  Camp  eecurity, 
ground,  rocket,  and  mortar  defenea  of  the  LONG  BINH  -  BIEN  HQA  Complex, 
security  for  ROME  PLOW  operations  In  the  LAM  SON  and  BIEN  HOA  Arose,  open¬ 
ing  and  securing  LTL  16  from  TAN  UYEN  (XT9622)  to  the  SONG  BE  Bridge 
(XT925442),  prevention  of  exfiltration  from  the  CATCHERS  MITT  toward  SAIGON, 
and  the  destruction  of  elements  of  the  1st  and  7th  NVA  Divisions. 

2.  (C)  ORGANIZATION:  The  basic  structure  of  the  11th  Amored  Cavalry 
Regiment  remained  the  eane  throughout  the  reporting  period  (Sea  Incl  1). 

3.  (C)  INTELLIGENCE  ACTIVITIES: 

a.  General:  During  tha  reporting  period,  the  11th  Armored  fevalry 
Regiment  operated  primarily  in  VC  Sub-Region  5,  VC  BA  BIOI  Province,  and 
VC  Sub-Region  4,  In  March  and  April,  limited  11th  ACR  operations  were 
conducted  In  VC  Sub- Region  1  and  WAR  ZONE  C. 

b.  Order  of  Battle: 

(1)  General:  In  the  last  week  of  February  and  early  March,  enemy 
force®  in  III  Corps  Tactical  Zone  conducted  s  significant  movement  out  of 
secure  besea  to  conduct  a  Corpa-vide  offensive.  The  5th  VC  Division  suffered 
the  heaviest  loasae  st  BIEN  HQA  on  26  February.  Ibe  7th  NVA  Division  began 
its  movement  toward  the  SAIGON  CORRIDOR  in  early  March,  but  its  movement 
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wes  halted  In  the  Michelin  Area  when  1st  and  3rd  Squadrons  killed  335  NVA 
of  the  7th  Division  in  Operation  ATLAS  VEDCE.  The  9th  Divieion  was 
uncommitted  in  the  offensive,  while  the  let  NVA  Divieion  performed  as  a 
screening  force  for  the  movement  of  the  7th  NVA  Division.  The  malority 
of  the  eneiqr's  ectione  took  the  form  of  indirect  fire  attacks.  As  the 
quarter  ends,  enemy  combat  elmente  ere  again  located  deep  in  eecure 
baee  areas  refitting  end  avoiding  contact. 


(2)  VC  SUB-REGION  5:  SR-5  forces  play  an  extremely  limitod 
role  in  the  1969  TET  Offensive.  Offensive  activity  within  the  SUb-ffegion 
culminated  in  an  indirect  fire  attack  on  11th  AGR  and  1st  Infantry  Division 
NDP'e  et  HOLIDAY  INN  and  LUKE'S  CASTLE  which  took  12  and  15  rounds  of  82mm 
mortar  fire  respectively  on  23  April. 


NAI  Re8ljnent  refined  inactive,  maintaining  one  battalion  in  the 
betUllon8  north  of  Highway  301,  and  one  battalion  in  the 
CATCHERS  MITT  during  February  and  March.  Local  force  elements  remained 
inactive  during  the  period,  because  thair  ranks  have  been  decimated  through 
VGI  operations  directod  at  AN  HOA,  AM  LOI,  and  TAN  BINH.  SR-5  Headquarters 
remained  north  of  the  SONG  BE  River  in  j unglad  areas  south  of  FHUOC  VINH. 


deration  TVINKLETGES,  conducted  by  the  11th  ACR  from  U  to  16  torch,  was 
targetted  et  the  Sub-Region  5  Headquarters  (vie  XT9942).  The  operation 
netted  23  VC  KIA  and  documents  identifying  the  Sapper/Rcconnni seance 
Ccnpaay  and  C612  Rocket  Company.  As  e  result  of  Operation  TVINKLETOES, 

SR-5  Headquarters  was  forced  to  relocate  to  western  WAR  ZONE  D,  hampering 
its  edminietrative  control  of  sub-region  political  and  logistical  activities. 

local  force  units  in  Sub-Region  5  remained  generally  inective.  During 
February  and  March,  e  hee?y  concentration  of  Allied  forces  in  the  LA”  SON 
forced  these  elemmte  to  remain  dispersed  in  jungle  arees  far  from  local 
villages.  With  the  movement  of  the  11th  ACR  from  SR-5  in  torch  and  April, 
however,  enemy  activity  around  the  villages  has  increased.  In  BINH  MY, 
increased  evidence  of  supply  and  propaganda  activity  has  been  reported, 
and  it  le  evident  tliat  a  high  level  of  Allied  presence  must  be  maintained 
in  SIU5  to  protect  populated  areas  from  Viet  Cong  political  and  logistical 
activity. 


The  DONG  NAI  Regiment  maintained  one  battalion  in  the  AN  SON  Area  and  thrae 
battalions  in  north-central  SR-5.  The  K2  Battalion  with  attached  platoon 
•l«n*nts  from  Kl,  K3,  and  !U  Hat tali  cos  operated  in  the  AN  SON  Area 
(xraioe;  during  the  querter.  The  Kl  tottelion  remained  in  the  weetens 
CATCHERS  MITT  where  it  conducted  supply  operations  while  avoiding  contact. 
During  February  and  March,  the  Kl  Battalion  ms  located  in  the  aree  south  of 
FHUOC  HOA,  bat  after  an  engagement  with  L/3/llth  ACR  on  4  April  et  XT910398 
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in  which  25  Kl  personnel  were  killed,  the  unit  relocated  south  to  the 
TAN  UYEN  Area. 

Hie  K3  Battalion  vas  contacted  sporadically  during  11th  ACR  operation  in 
the  BAU  CO  Baee  Area  (XT8743)  north  of  TAN  BIOT.  Ch  18  February,  a  FV 
from  C2,  K3  Battalion,  located  ble  unit  In  the  vicinity  of  XT8743.  When 
2nd  Squadron  began  operating  in  the  area  in  late  February,  the  X3  Battal¬ 
ion  relocated  north  and  was  laet  identified  on  9  Mar  from  documents  captured 
at  XT880490  by  M  Company,  3rd  Squadron. 

Hie  YJ  Battalion,  DONG  NAI  Regiment,  was  the  only  element  of  the  Regiment 
to  conduct  offensive  operatione  during  the  quarter.  K4  Battalion  was  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  11  April  attack  on  FSB  RILEY  (XT830322)  in  vhlcb  two  US 
were  killed  *nd  ten  wounded.  In  late  l^bruary,  2nd  Squadron  was  targe tted 
againet  the  K4  Battalion  base  area  north  of  TAN  BINH.  The  Battalion  defended 
its  posit  lone  and  took  substantial  losses.  Noteworthy  enoounters  during 
the  reporting  period  occurred  on  25  February  at  XT819419  whan  nina  NVA 
from  K4  Battalion  were  killed  and  one  captured  and  on  28  February  at 
XTS30430  when  20  NVA  from  Cl,  K4  Battalion,  were  killed  and  seven  captured. 

By  mid-March,  the  K4  Battalion  relocated  north  of  Highway  301  where  it  has 
been  subjected  to  extensive  B-52  strikes. 

In  mid-April,  it  was  found  that  an  increased  number  of  prisoners  from  the 
DOUG  NAI  Regiment  were  recently  assigned  nersonnel.  Hie  DONG  NAI  Regiment 
had  received  approximately  400  replacements  from  Infiltration  Group  4010 
in  March.  With  theee  replacement s,  tha  Regiment  effectively  replaced 
losses  sustained  eince  July  1968  and  is  at  its  previous  strength  of  approx¬ 
imately  1,200  men. 

With  the  initiation  of  the  1969  TET  Offensive,  several  aignif leant  unit 
movements  in  SR-5  were  detected  by  the  11th  ACR  and  OPCON  units.  The  pattern 
of  enemy  attacke  during  the  Offeneive  took  the  form  of  indirect  fire  attacks 
on  US  bases.  Che  of  the  hardest  hit  was  PHUOC  VINH,  Ch  4  March  at  XT946427, 
Air  Cavalry  Troop  and  elements  of  3rd  Squmlron  captured  or  killed  35  NVA 
from  03,  X33  Battalion,  96th  Artillaiy  Regiment.  Interrogation  of  the 
twelve  PW*s  revealed  that  the  K33  Battalion  had  left  TAY  NINH  Province  in 
early  February  with  the  sole  mission  of  bombarding  PHUOC  VINH  during  tha 
offensive.  This  information  was  the  first  developed  on  the  K33  Battalion 
in  six  months  and  served  to  redirect  the  efforts  of  US  forces  in  the 
PHUOC  VINK  Area. 

In  the  eaetem  CATCHERS  HITT,  elements  of  the  5th  VC  Division  were  contacted 
as  they  moved  into  forward  staging  areas  to  attack  BIEN  H0A  Airbase.  The 
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first  indication  of  thia  movement  vaa  found  on  17  February  in  documents, 
taken  from  two  NVA  KIA  by  Recon /2 -26th  Inf  (OPCON  to  11th  ACR)  at  YT10l35nf 
which  identified  the  174th  NVA  Regiment,  TWo  battalions  of  the  174th  sub¬ 
sequently  moved  into  the  Southern  CATCHERS  MITT  where  they  remained  until 
mid-March,  In  conjunction  with  the  arrival  of  the  174th  NVA  Regiment, 
elements  of  the  D1  Sapper  Battalion  of  U-1  Region  were  identified  in  the 
southern  CATCHERS  MITT  on  14  February.  It  is  likely  thet  elements  of  the 
D1  Battalion  served  to  guide  the  174th  Regiment. 

(3)  VC  BA  BIE3J  Province:  IWo  significant  developments  in  the 
enemy  situation  have  developed  in  the  VC  BA  BIEN  IVovince  during  the  ouarter- 
the  reactivation  of  Military  Region  7  (MR-7)  Heedouarters  and  the  redeploy¬ 
ment  of  5th  VC  Division  elements  into  the  frovince  after  the  26  Fbbruery 
attack  on  BIEN  HOA,  In  early  1969,  MIU7  Headquarter?  »& z  reactivated  to 
established  control  of  Sub-Region  4,  U-1  Region,  and  BA  BIEN  Province. 

MR-7  also  t  ok  control  of  the  enemy  forces  available  in  the  area  to  include 
Dt  and  02  Sarper  Battalions,  D44O  and  D445  local  Force  Battalions,  the 
33rd  NVA  Ragiment,  the  274th  VC  Regiment,  and  the  five  independent  battal¬ 
ions  of  SR.4,  This  military  region  headquarters  continues  to  coordinate 
the  military  efforts  of  the  VC  combat  elements  in  eoutheastem  III  CTZ. 

After  heavy  losses  in  the  BIEN  HOA  Area  in  late  February,  the  2?5th  and 
33rd  Regiments  swung  eastward  and  relocated  in  BA  BIEN  Province.  The  275th 
Regiment  establiehed  Itself  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  province  and  w«»s 
last  contacted  at  TO 531  on  25  March,  The  33rd  Regiment  moved  into  central 
BA  BIEN  Province,  eest  of  Blackhorse  Base  Camp,  and  was  lest  identified 
on  22  March  in  a  contact  at  IT4901. 

Die  local  force  battalions  of  BA  BIEN  Province  played  an  active  role  in 
the  1969  TET  Offensive  and  coumitted  their  assete  in  the  IUAN  LOC  and  BA 
RIA  Areas  on  22  February.  The  D44O  local  Force  Bettelion  was  involved 
in  a  heavy  contact  with  43rd  ARVN  Regiment  at  YS560998  on  5  February,  but, 
by  22  February,  the  Battalion  hed  radar lo  *ed  to  the  XUAN  LOC  Area  where  it 
took  part  in  localised  attacks. 

The  end  of  the  quarter  finde  the  D440  local  Force  Battalion  located  south 
of  XUAN  LOC  in  its  traditional  base  area.  The  D445  local  Force  Battel’ on 
attacked  ARVN  poeitlons  at  BA  RIA  on  22  February  and  withdrew  to  base 
areas  in  southern  BA  BIEN  Province  where  it  remains  located  at  the  end  of 
the  quarter. 

(4)  VC  SUB-REGION  4:  With  the  buildup  of  enemy  forces  in  the 
LONG  BINH  -  BIEN  HOA  Area  in  mid -February,  TASK  FORCE  PRIVCTTE  (A  and  B 
Troops,  1st  Squadron)  was  incorporated  into  the  BIEN  HOA  TACTICAL  AREA 
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COMMAND  (BHTAC)  on  23  February.  On  23  February,  A  and  B  Troops,  while 
operating  south  of  LONG  BINH  encountered  the  heavy  weapons  and  mortar  com¬ 
panies  of  the  274th  VC  Regiment  et  YT067026,  resulting  in  55  VC/NVA  KIA 
(BC)  and  6  CIA.  This  contact  alerted  BHTAC  to  the  northwerd  movement  of 
the  274th  Regiment  from  the  HAT  DICH  and  effectively  halted  the  further 
Infiltration  of  274th  Regimental  elements  into  the  IX)NG  BINH  Aree. 


(5)  VC  SUB-REGION  1  (17  -  22  Mt\r  69,  fyerstion  ATLAS  WEDGE) :  In 
early  l%rch,  the  7th  NVA  Division  began  deploying  ite  Regiments  from  the 
FISHHOOK  Area  toward  the  Michelin  Plantation  and  along  the  SAIGON  River 
Corridor  into  the  CAPITAL  MILITARY  DISTRICT  (CMD).  When  the* II^AGR 
entered  northern  SR-1  on  17  March  to  initiate  deration  ATLAS  WEDGE,  little 
information  on  the  enemy  situation  was  available.  In  order  to  fill  this 
void,  ths  Aero  Scouts  of  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  began  extensive  reconnais¬ 
sance  of  the  assigned  AO  just  east  of  the  Michslin  Plantation.  air¬ 
craft  flew  over  the  Michelin  Plantation  and  drew  heavy  ground  fire  from 
groups  of  NVA  sighted  through  the  trees. 


The  heavy  activity  detected  in  ths  Michelin  produced  e  recommendation  to 
the  1st  Infantry  Division  that  the  11th  ACR  acquire  an  erea  of  operation 
in  the  rubber  plantation.  The  AO  request  was  granted  and  on  18  March  1st 
and  3rd  Squadrons  began  operations  in  the  Michelin.  Br  22  March,  the  NVA 
forces  had  suffered  335  KU  (BC)  and  9  PV's.  Ihe  enemy  unit  involved  in 
all  the  engagements  was  ths  209th  (formerly  the  320)  NVA  Regiment. 


The  significance  of  the  operation  vae  discovered  through  subsequent  interro¬ 
gation  of  PW*».  The  operation  fixed  the  locations  of  the  141st  and  209th 
NVA  Regents  and  the  forward  headquarters  of  the  7th  NVA  Divieion.  The 
209th  was  rendered  ocebat  ineffective,  and  the  141  at  Regiment  wee  forced 
to  relocate  north  of  the  Miehelin.  fte  threat  to  Allied  installations 
along  the  SAIGON  River  Corridor  was  diminished,  and  the  southward  move¬ 
ment  of  the  7th  NVA  Division  toward  the  CMD  was  halted. 

(6)  WAR  ZONE  C  (13  Apr  -  1  May  69,  Operation  MONTANA  RAIDER  I,  III); 
During  the  period  13  -  20  April,  1st  and  2nd  Squadrons  and  1-8th  Cavalry, 

1st  Air  Cavalry  Division,  conducted  Operation  MONTANA  RAIDER  (Phase  I)  in 
ths  jungled  region  northwest  of  DAU  TrENG.  Heavy  contacts  with  entrenched 
enemy  elements  produced  129  enemy  KIA  (BC)  and  6  PW's.  Intelligence 
gathered  during  the  first  phase  of  the  operation  revealed  that  the  enemy 
units  contacted  were  elements  of  the  82nd  Rear  Service  Group  and  the  18B 
NVA  Regiment  of  the  1st  NVA  Divieion. 

(to  24  April,  Operation  MONTANA  RAIDER  (Pheee  III)  began  In  eastern  WAR  ZONE 
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C  with  the  task  organiietion  consisting  of  1st  and  2nd  Squadrons  and  2-7th 
Cavalry,  1st  Air  Cavalry  Division,  US  forces  were  target ted  at  the  major 
rear  service  and  trans-shipment  area  along  tha  FISHHOOK  -  Miehalin  Supply 
Corridor.  Six  large  caches  were  located,  and  tha  enemy  was  deprived  of 
over  38.2  tona  of  rice  and  eeverel  tons  of  ammunition,  exploaives,  and 
weapons.  Documents  captured  during  the  third  phase  indicated  that  units 
encountered  were  elements  of  the  82nd  end  83rd  Rear  Service  Groups  and  the 
Headquarters  of  the  96th  Artillery  Regiment.  Bbeiqy  personnel  losses  during 
deration  MONTANA  RAIDER  (Phase  III)  were  96  KIA  (BC). 

c.  Major  tagagements : 

(1)  Ch  3  February  et  XT818457,  a  UH-1C  from  the  Air  Cavalry  Troon 
received  ground  fire.  The  Aero-Rifle  Platocn  (ARP'e)  wae  inserted  and 
made  contact  with  an  enemy  element.  They  were  reinforced  by  S  Troop  and 
supported  by  The  Air  and  light  fire  teams  (LFT*s).  The  engagmcnte  pro¬ 
duced  the  following  results:  15  TC/NVA  KIA  (BC),  3  VC/NVA  KBA  (BC),  7 

NVA  PW'a,  1  VC  PW,  and  2  US  KIA.  The  following  equipment  ves  also  captured: 
2  AK-47's,  1  hH6,  1  Qilcom  IMG,  1  radio  receiver,  asaorted  small  arms 
ammunition,  medical  supplies,  and  exploaives.  PW’e  captured  during  the 
ection  were  patienta  at  a  field  hospital  supporting  the  K4  Battalion, 

DONG  NAI  Regiment,  or  members  of  Cl,  K4  Battalion. 

(2)  In  an  area  north  of  THAI  HUNG  Tillage,  three  separete  contacts 
were  made  with  squad -site  elements  on  10  February.  At  0825  houre,  the 
ARP* 3  engaged  e  email  force  in  e  base  camp  at  TT1322A4,  resulting  in  4  TC 
KIA  (BC).  At  1846  houre  et  IT128250,  the  Air  Cevaliy  TToor  engaged  three 
VC,  killing  2,  and  et  2000  houre  B/2-28th  Inf  engaged  and  killed  one  VC 
with  web  gaer  at  IT1 29248.  Documents  taken  from  these  encounters  ident¬ 
ified  local  force  elements  of  TAN  UYBN  District. 

(3)  (b  14  February  at  1000  houre,  the  Regimental  command  and 
control  (CAC)  ship  received  ground  fire  from  12  VC  et  XT9S9324.  Fire  was 
returned  with  3  VC  KIA  (BC)  resulting.  At  1007  houre,  the  Aero  Rifle 
Platoon  was  inserted  and  contact  was  made  with  an  unknown  else  enemy  force. 
Platoons  tom  M  Company,  3rd  Squadron,  end  B/2-28th  Inf  reinforced.  The 
ensuing  contact  resulted  in  two  additional  VC  KIA  end  2  VC  PW'e.  Qae  of 
the  prisoners  vaa  assigned  to  C2,  K1  Battalion,  DONG  NAI  Riglment,  end  the 
other  was  from  the  TAN  OYEN  Local  Force  unit.

d.  Intelligence  sources:  During  the  quarter,  the  following  sources 
have  been  exploited  by  the  11th  ACR  in  its  intelligence  collection  effort: 
human  sources,  captured  documents,  visual  reconnaissance,  electronic  de¬ 
tectors,  and  aerial  photogrephy. 

(1)  Human  Sources:  Human  eources  inolude  prisoners  of  war,  ralliers, 
and  agents,  PW's  and  ralliers  are  the  most  useful  of  these  sources.  Inform¬ 
ation  provided  by  these  sources,  if  immediately  exploited,  can  produce  sig¬ 
nificant  results  on  the  battlefield.  During  the  quarter,  this  information 
has  been  used  to  redirect  ground  elemente  into  enemy  positions  and  to  select 
targets  for  air  operations.  With  the  Itegtment  moving  freouently  during  the 
three-month  period,  it  has  often  been  found  that  PW'e  and  ralliers  are  the 
only  accurate  and  available  eources  of  information  on  new  areas  of  operation. 

Information  provided  by  agents  has  been  of  no  tactical  uee  to  the  Itoglment. 
Agent  reports  are  often  too  exaggerated,  conflicting,  and  untimely  to  permit 
accurate  assesaeat  or  taotical  response. 
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(2)  Captured  documents:  Captured  documents  have  been  useful  in 
supplying  order  of  battle  information.  They  are  essential  to  identifics- 
tdon  of  enemy  units  and  gaining  insight  to  enemy  personnel,  logistical, 
and  administrative  procedures.  Documents,  however,  have  rendered  them¬ 
selves  unadaptable  to  tactical  exploitation. 

(3)  Visual  Reconnaissance:  The  air  assets  of  the  Air  Cavalry 
Troop  have  been  employed  to  maintain  constant  air  surveillance  of  the  .lungled 
portions  of  the  AO,  to  perform  preparatory  reconnaissance  in  new  areas  of 
operations,  and  to  direct  combat  elements  in  contact  to  aneiqr  positions . 
Visual  reconnaissance  has  proved  to  be  the  moot  useful  source  of  intelli¬ 
gence  for  tactical  exploitation  end  has  provided  targets  for  airstrikes, 

B-52  strikes,  and  artillery. 

(4)  Technical  Detectors:  Technical  detectors  include  SLAR,  Rad 
Base,  Personnel  Detectors  (Sniffer),  ground  sensors,  and  ground  radar. 

SLAR,  Staiffer,  and  Red  Haze  have  been  of  little  use  in  Regimental  oper¬ 
ations.  Faulty  equipment  and  the  condition  of  the  lungle  during  the  dry 
season  (numerous  fires  caused  by  H&I  artillery  fire)  have  made  these  sources 
difficult  to  analyze.  Ground  aenaor  use  was  limited  during  the  auarter, 
and  assessment  of  its  value  is  not  possible.  Ground  radar  has  proved 
useful  in  a  perimeter  defense  role. 

(5)  Aerial  Photography:  Aerisl  photography  is  less  useful  as  a 
tactical  tool  than  the  visual  reconnaiasanca  capability  of  the  Air  Cavalry 
Troop.  Aerial  photography  has  been  used  to  align  B-52  strikes  and  to 
select  landing  aones  for  combat  assaults.

Experience  has  shown  that  during  the  dry  season  a 
unit  provides  the  moot  effective  reaction  force;  whereas,  daring  the 
rainy  season  infantry  troops  are  most  effective  dns  to  trafficability. 
During  the  pilo-on,  direction  and  control  are  transferred  to  Regimental 
control  until  necessary  forces  are  built  up  to  accoqpileh  the  mission. 

ttien  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  supports  a  Squadron  or  OPOON  unit,  it  is  gener¬ 
ally  given  a  mission- type  order.  A  mi »e ion- type  order  allows  the  Troop 
Coomandar  flexibility  in  tailoring  his  unit  to  accGoplish  the  mission. 
Missions  involving  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  in  the  AO  are  closely  coordinated 
between  the  S-2,  S-3,  and  Troop  Coomandar. 

The  Ttoop  ie  the  primary  intelligence  gathering  element  of  the  Regiment, 
employing  aerial  research  reconnaissance,  ground  reconnaissance,  bomb 
demage  assessments,  emaor  ("Sniffer" )  missions,  night  observation 
devices,  and  firsfly  missions.  Employment  of  the  Troop  is  based  on 
intelligence  or  enemy  contact.  It  can  be  employed  vo  fight  ^d  destroy 
enemy  forces  as  well  os  to  develop  the  situation  or  gather  intelligence 
information. 

(2)  Training:  Command  emphasie  has  bsen  placed  on  orientation 
checkouts,  in -country  orientations  for  newly  assigned  avia  tore  and  quar¬ 
terly  proficiency  checks.  An  intensive  transition  program  to  c rose-train 
aviator e  on  the  0H-6A  le  still  in  effect.  This  program  allows  greater 
flexibility  in  aseignlng  aviators  within  the  Aero  Scout  Platoon  of  the 
Air  Cavalry  Troop* 

On-the-job  training  was  conducted  by  the  398th  Transportation  Detachment 
to  qualify  crewchiefe  and  l^rove  the  proficiency  of  mechanics.  Personnel 
were  sent  to  formal  courses  in  various  main  tenses  fields  as  quotas 
beemoe  available.

(3)  Defoliation  Operations  t 

(a)  No  significant  defoliation  operations  were  conducted 
by  Regimental  chemical  personnel  (faring  the  reporting  period, 

(b)  Nine  RANCH  HIND  (USAF)  defoliation  missions,  totaling 
67  sorties,  vers  flow  in  thm  CATCHERS  MITT  during  the  reporting  period, 

(2«)  CS  ttropst  The  Regiment  oontlmed  its  use  of  toning  CS 
— in  a  reconnaissance  by  fire  role,  ABCXM1  grenades  vert 
used  extensively  by  c&C  ships  and  the  Air  Cavalry  Scents,  In  addition 
the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  made  lit  CS  drops  expending  200  clusters. 
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(5 )  Flame : 

(a)  "Fire-bug"  missions  continued  to  be  flown  fraouently 
by  the  Air  Cavalry  Troop  In  an  attempt  to  burn  off  terrain.  A  leek  of 
sufficient  Incendiary  grenades  during  March  limited  operations  during 
that  period. 


(b)  Eighty-nine  hectares  around  ths  perimeter  of  Bleckhorss 
Base  Camp  were  burned  off  during  the  reporting  period,  using  the  XM45 
Service  Unit  to  spray  a  mixture  of  gasoline  and  diessl  fuel.  This  proved 
to  be  an  easy,  acceptable  method  of  terrain  burning,  vhlls  being  much 
safer  than  many  jury-rigged  methods. 

c.  Signal : 

(1)  Command  and  Control  Communications:  The  Regiment  was  Issued 
four  ASC-1 5  Airborne  Command  and  Control  Consoles  in  February,  ftfo  consoles 
were  allocated  to  the  Regimental  Commander  and  one  saoh  to  ths  Air  Cavalry 
Troop  and  the  Squadrons. 

The  ASC-1 5  Console,  a  configuration  of  avionics  control  and  radio/trans- 
mittsr  equipment,  replaces  tbe  ASC-1 1  Consols,  whlcb  is  now  allocated  as 
back-up  equipment.  The  oonsols  is  presently  mounted  in  two  UH-1H  heli¬ 
copters  and  provides  the  Commander  reliable  and  flexible  communications 
capability. 

(2 )  Raw  Equipment : 

(a)  AN/GRC-1 63  Radio  Terminal:  This  four  channel  multiplex 
equipment  was  tested  during  Operation  ATLAS  WEDGE  and  provided  communica¬ 
tion  between  Blackhoree  Forward  at  BIEN  HOA  and  the  Forward  CP  in  LAI  KHE. 
Further  tests  will  be  made  before  full  Implementation  of  this  equipment. 

(b)  AB-864(l)  Uunchsr  Antenna:  USARV  CAE  Test  and  Evalua¬ 
tion  Branoh  Issued  the  Regiment  two  AB-6640)  launcher  antennas  in  March. 
They  were  ieaued  In  turn  to  the  let  and  3rd  Squadrone  for  testing  in  a 
tactical  environment.  The  nsw  antenna  ie  similar  to  the  AB-577,  but,  as 
yet,  has  not  proved  to  be  as  efficient. 

(3)  Signal  Training:  Iteglmental  personnel  attended  signal  train¬ 
ing  courses  at  the  US  Army  Training  Facility,  1st  Signal  Brigade,,  LOWS  BIRH, 
during  ths  quarter.  Statistical  information  follows:

d.  Bhgineer: 


(1)  Introduotion:  During  the  reporting  period,  elements  of  the 
919th  ajglneer  Comnsny  (Armored)  participated  in  Operations  TQAH  THANG 
(Phases  II  and  III),  ATLAS  WEDGE,  TWINKUCTOES,  MONTANA  RAIDER,  and  CNBGA, 
while  providing  direct  combat  engineer  support  to  elements  of  the  11th 
Armored  Cavalry  Regiment.  Ctae  operater  and  a  30kw  generator  were  dis¬ 
patched  to  the  SONG  BE  Bridge  for  light  seourlty  in  support  of  the  1st 
Infantry  Division. 


(2)  Operations: 


ta)  1st  Platoon:  1st  Platoon  was  stationed  at  Blackhcrse 
Bass  Camp  from  26  January  to  4  March.  During  this  period,  the  platoon 
conducted  daily  ainesvseps  between  Blackhorse  Base  Cam p,  XUAN  LOC,  and 
CAM  MI.  Ch  15  February,  the  platoon  discovered  a  10-lb  caimand  detonated 
AP  mine  at  TS437916  and  on  23  February  encountered  10  mines,  one  of  which 
was  detonated  by  a  Vietnamese  lanbretta  and  resulted  in  3  Vietnamese  cas¬ 
ualties.  Five  mines  were  blown  in  place  while  four  were  removed.  These 
mines  were  10-15  lbs  of  C-3  or  C-4  with  diesel,  Chicom  or  Russian  electric 
cape  with  slapetick  detonators.  Due  to  the  neatness  of  the  pattern,  these 
mines  wsrs  believed  to  hare  been  emplaced  by  an  NVA  engineer  squmS.  A  5- 
tcm  truck  belonging  to  551st  LBICO  was  also  destroyed  by  a  mine  located 
at  IS449999. 


Ch  5  March,  while  sweeping  v,0P0  meters  along  MINE  ALLEI,  members  of  the 
platoon  discovered  a  30-lb  plastic  mine  using  pressure  from  the  bottom  as 
a  msans  of  detonation.  When  this  mice  was  detonated,  a  five-foot  by  five- 
foot  crater  resulted. 
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(to  6  March.,  the  1st  Flatoon  moved  to  FSB  HOLIDAY  INN  in  DS  of  let  Squad¬ 
ron,  lhay  performed  ainasweaping  ope  rati  ona  between  FSB  HOLIDAY  IHN  and 
FSB  HARPER'S  FERRY,  averaging  13,000  mstara  of  road  a  day  with  negative 
results .  Ihs  let  Platoon  prepared  AYLB  launching  sites  at  TAM  UYEN  and 
FSB  HARPER'S  TORY.  Tbs  AVLB  launched  at  LUKE'S  CASTLE  vaa  used  to  allow 
Hov/l/llth  ACR  to  replace  How/3/llth  ACR  at  LUKE'S  CASTLE.  The  other 
three  bridges  were  uaad  aa  detoura  to  allow  for  repair  and  reinforcement 
of  the  existing  permanent  bridge. 

(to  18  March,  the  1st  Platoon  closed  out  FSB  LUKE'S  CASTLE  for  manbere  of 

2-28th  Infantry,  1st  Infantry  Division,  and  the  platoon  moved  north  to 

participate  In  Operations  ATXAS  WEDGE  and  CMEGA,  providing  direct  auprort 
for  tha  let  Squadron.  During  theaa  operations,  lat  Platoon  was  responsible  ■ 
for  destroying  171  bunkers  and  70  fighting  positions  in  tha  Mlchelln  Rubber 
Plantation  and  ths  IRON  TRIANGLE,  Cb  27  March,  the  Platoon  was  ambushed 
while  destroying  a  bunkar  complex  and  was  able  to  fight  th;lr  way  out 
without  casualties. 

During  ATIAS  WEDGE  and  OMEGA,  ths  1st  Platoon  accompanied  1st  Squadron  on 
its  missions  rather  than  holding  in  an  on-call  status.  Ths  platoon  provided 
security  for  damaged  vehicles  to  Insure  tbs  momentum  of  attack  in  "plls-on" 

operations.  The  proximity  of  tha  Boglnaers  allowed  them  to  do  their  .lob 

faster  and  more  efficiently.  Tha  roads  oould  be  swept  while  ths  units 
moved  into  position.  In  addition,  all  bunkers  encountered  wars  destroyed 
immediately  rather  than  being  left  behind  intact. 

At  tha  conclusion  of  Operations  OMEGA  and  ATLAS  WEDGE,  1st  Platoon  moved 
back  to  FSB  HOLIDAY  INN  to  resins  thsir  ainssweeping  responsibilities. 

Jtoom  28  Fkrch  to  25  April,  the  platoon  swept  an  average  of  17,000  meters 
of  road  dally  with  negative  results.  Cb  3  Apr,  the  WSP  teem  was  established 
at  HARPER'S  FERRY,  This  element  supplied  water  to  units  of  1st  Squadron, 

28th  Infantry,  4/8th  ARYN  Regiment,  and  18th  ARYN  Division  at  ths  rats  of 
3,600  gallons  a  day.  The  erdalator  was  a  trailer-mounted  600  GPH  model. 

(to  7  April,  1st  Platoon  was  called  upon  by  udlta  of  the  18th  ARYN  Division 
to  breach  an  unoarksd  booby-trapped  VC  minefield.  Ths  following  items  were 
cleared  by  ths  platoon:  7  105«>  rounds,  booby-trapped;  9  60rara  moj’tar  rounds, 
booby-trapped;  6  82an  mortar  rounds,  booby-trapped;  15  haxri  grenades,  booby- 
trapped;  9  AP  mines;  and  21  punjl  traps. 

(b)  During  this  reporting  period,  2nd  Platoon  provided  direct 
support  for  units  of  3rd  Squadron  working  out  of  NDP  BANDIT  HILL  at  TAN  BINH. 
The  platoon  swept  roads  connecting  FSB  JIM,  FSB  OAKLAND,  and  BANDIT  HILL 
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daily.  0\  7  April,  the  platoon  removed  two  20-lb  slaostiek  mines  et 
rreoi456.  Cto  10  Apr,  an  ACAV  of  the  2nd  Pletoon  hit  e  mine  at  XT796451, 
resulting  In  ona  KHA  and  one  combat  loss  ACAV.  TVo  other  mines  were 
found  in  the  aree.  They  were  shape  chargee  detonatad  by  slepetick  devlcas. 

The  minee  were  20  ,  30,  and  15  lbs  in  weight.  While  et  BANDIT  HILL,  the 
pletoon  provided  mineeveep  support,  constructed  a  gete  et  BANDIT  HILL,  and 
provided  security  for  3rd  Squadron  units. 

(e)  3rd  Pletoon:  For  the  first  pert  of  February,  3rd  Platoon 
was  atetloned  et  FSB  JIM  conducting  daily  minssweeps  with  negative  results, 
Merabere  of  the  pletoon  built  bunkers  around  and  provided  security  for  the 
SONG  BE  Bridge.  During  March  and  early  April,  the  Platoon  moved  to  BIEN 
HOA  and  constructed  five  billets  for  members  of  Air  Cavalry  Troop, 

Oi  12  April,  the  pletoon  moved  to  DAU  TIENG  with  2nd  Squadron  to  participate 
in  deration  MONTANA  RAIDER.  Oi  13  April,  one  20-lb  Chlcom  conventional 
mine  wes  blown  in  pleoe  and  e  second  one  recovered.  Three  vehicles,  includ¬ 
ing  an  AVLB,  were  re covared  after  suffering  damege  from  mines. 

The  doser  attached  to  the  3rd  Platoon  pushed  up  500  meters  of  berm  and  dug 
one  powder  sump  and  one  drainage  sump  for  How/3/llth  ACR.  Cb  14  Apr,  the 
platoon  destroyed  26  bunkers  and  built  30  feet  of  corduroy  roed.  The 
Ehgineers  also  swept  6,000  meters  of  road  from  XT344584  to  XT390629,  locat¬ 
ing  six  conventional  20-lb  Chi com  AT  mines.  These  sines  were  removed  for 
observation  and  training  purposes. 

17  April,  the  pletoon  destroyed  17  S'xIO'xS1  bunkers,  3  mess  halls,  and 
800  lbs  of  rice.  Ox  18  April,  the  ole toon  destroyed  48  bunkers,  1,200  lbs 
of  rice,  4  B-40  rockets,  and  300  rounds  AX-47  aamunition.  Oh  the  same  dey, 
the  1st  and  3rd  Squadrons  and  the  CEV,  operating  elone  on  e  RIF,  uncovered 
a  very  large  eeche  of  NVA  ^munition.  Inoluded  and  destroyed  in  this  fiaJ 
ware  126  82am  morter  rounds,  3  RPG-2  rounds,  3  RPG-7  rounds,  26  75nn  RR 
rounds,  9  57mn  RR  rounds,  54  boxes  of  82  and  60mm  nose  cones,  24  boxes  of 
82mm  fuses,  27  cans  of  60nan  fu*ss,  1,600  rounds  of  ,51-cal  ammunition,  500 
rounds  of  S/A  ammunition,  3  82mm  mortar  tubes,  arvl  20  lbs  tetrytol, 

(d)  4th  Platoon:  Throughout  most  of  the  reporting  period, 

4th  Pletoon  wes  stationed  et  Bleckhorse  Base  Cmap.  A  daily  mine  sweep  of 
the  roed  from  Base  Camp  to  XUAN  I/DC  wes  carried  out  with  negative  results. 
During  this  period ,  the  platoon  performed  general  maintenance  on  the 
perimeter  of  Alpha  Sector,  Blaekhorse  Base  Camp,  repairing  the  perimeter 
road,  reinforcing  perimeter  defenses,  and  burning  vegetation  around  the 
arse.  The  platoon  constructed  20*x70'  maintenance  pads  for  A,  B,  and  C/i/ilth 
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ACR,  G,  H,  How/2/1 1th  ACR,  and  919th  Bigineers.  A  grader  and  a  security 
ACAV  from  the  iith  Platoon  was  employed  in  the  construction  of  a  60Qx5Ck 
sniper  range  outside  the  perimeter  of  Base  Camp.  On  1?  Apr,  two  squads 
of  the  Uth  Platoon  moved  to  QUAK  LOI  DS  11th  ACR,  These  squads  built 
tan  underground  bunkers,  a  TOC  area,  showers,  and  latrlnee  for  Regimental 
Headquarters. 

(3)  Regional  Forca/Popular  Force  Upgrading  and  ARVN  Training : 

The  919th  ftigineers  continued  their  upgrading  of  Vietnamese  defense 
installations  by  releasing  300  sheets  of  corrugated  tin  roofing  for  the 
construction  of  maintenance  pads  by  the  Rational  ARVN  Police  at  XUAN  LOS. 
They  also  released  18,000  sandbags,  26,000  BF  8x10  and  3,000  BF  of  2x6 
lumber  for  bunker  construction.  A  number  of  village  huts  were  also  con¬ 
structed  by  platoons  while  in  the  field.

6.  (C)  COfflAT  SffiTICE  SUPPORT: 


a.  Logistics: 

(1 )  General:  The  29U  General  Support  Group  continued  to  provide 
logistical  support  to  the  11th  ,.CR  during  the  quarter.  The  551  st  light 
Maintenance  Company  and  the  506th  Supply  and  Service  Detachment  at  KLack- 
horse  Base  Cog;  were  transferred  from  the  185th  Maintenance  Battalion  to 
the  BRAR  CAT  Logistical  Support  Area,  thus  splitting  support  for  Classes 

1  through  17  between  the  1o5th  Maintenance  Battalion,  the  266th  SkS  Battal¬ 
ion,  and  the  BSAR  CAT  LSA.  Class  7  support  continued  to  be  provided  by 
the  3rd  Ordnance  Battalion  in  LONG  BIRR. 

(2)  Supply  and  Maintenance: 

(a)  Class  I:  Rations  were  drawn  from  the  nearest  Claes  I 
point.  While  conducting  Operations  ATLAS  WDOB,  MONTANA  RAIDS  I,  and 
MONTANA  RAIDER  U  and  IH,  rations  were  drawn  from  the  1st  SAT  Battalion 
at  LAI  KHB,  the  25th  SAT  Battalion  at  DAD  TIHW,  and  the  1 5th  SAT  Battalion 
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at  QPAN  LOI.  Direct  coordination  vae  aade  with  each  of  theee  mite  at 
least  three  days  prior  to  operations  to  insure  that  adequate  retlons 
would  be  available.  Despite  prior  coordination,  ice  became  a  problem 
in  the  QDAM  LOI  area  and  created  some  problems  with  food  preservation. 

(b)  Class  II  and  IVi 

1  Barrier  material  and  supplies  were  drawn  from  PA&B 
206  lard.  Due  to  Heavy  demand,  concertina  was  difficult  to  obtain  during 
the  TET  period* 


2  1  st  Squadron,  1 1  th  ACR,  drew  twenty-*  evm  M$5* 
Sheridan  Tanka  in  exchange  for  eighteen  ACAV'e  in  Jmuary  1969*  These 
tanks  were  mcog  the  first  X5$l'a  to  arrive  in-country,  end  cm*  with 
factory  representatives,  instructors,  evaluation  teem,  and  "push 
packs"  of  repair  parts.  The  Squadron  was  faced  with  training  crewe  and 
maintenance  personnel  end  had  to  establish  a  new  PLL.  The  high  level 
of  interest  in  this  vehicle  also  created  e  requirement  for  wide-ranging 
report e,  and  close  cheeks  of  its  nalntenaaca  status.  The  1st  Squadron 
Maintenance  Section  under  Captain  Todd  8.  Fischer  adapted  Itself  to  the 
increased  demands  created  by  this  vehiole  md  achieved  an  outstanding 
maintenance  record. 

2  The  11th  ACR  had  a  high  vehicle  turnover  rate  during 
the  period  1  February  to  30  April  1969*  The  primary  oombat  vehicles  are 
■bom  below  t

The  figures  in  per®  theses  show  the  number  of  vehicles  lost  to  mines,  and 
it  is  obvious  that  mine  protection  amor  is  a  necessity,  especially  on 

the  lighter  MS51  and  K1 1 3A< . 


2  Replacement  vehicles  were  issued  against  both  ccabat 
losses  and  maintenance  tarn-ins,  but  toward  the  dose  of  the  quarter, 

HI  13A’  ‘ e  were  carefully  scrutinised  prior  to  maintenance  turn-in,  because 
the  cloeed  loop  pipeline  was  running  short.  For  the  meet  part,  replacment 
vehicles  were  rebuilt  vehicle#,  end,  while  the  Squadrons  would  like 
brand-new  repiac  meets,  the  rebuilds  have  been  satisfactory  for  the  most 
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part.  In  one  Instance,  however,  a  replacment  tank  was  returned  to  the 
depot  because  hull  warp  caused  the  engine  to  be  misaligned  and  Malfunction. 
In  several  cases,  rebuilt  K11 3A1 1  s  had  to  be  completely  rewired  et  equad- 
ron/troop  level  after  receipt. 

(c)  Class  HI  and  Vx 

1  Claes  IH  was  drawn  from  both  the  266th  S&S  Battalion 
and  BIAR  CAT  ISA  (firing  the  quarter.  On  Operations  ATLAS  WEDGI  and  MDR- 
TDTA  RAID®,  the  nearest  supply  and  transportation  battalion  was  used,  the 
1st  et  LAI  KHB,  the  25th  at  DAU  TWO,  and  the  15th  at  QOAN  LOI. 

2  CLase  V  was  drawn  from  the  3rd  Ordnance  Battalion 
or  from  ASP'n  naar~the  Regimental  Area  of  Operations*  During  ATLAS 
WSDOB,  the  Regiment  used  the  ASP  et  LAI  KHB)  and  during  KXfTJXA  RAIDS  II 
nd  HI,  the  AS  at  QUAH  LOI  was  used.  During  MONTANA  RAIDS  I,  however, 
the  3rd  Or&unce  Battalion  shipped  directly  from  LORO  BINH  to  the  11th  ACR 
et  DAU  TWO  as  there  was  no  ASP  In  the  area*  Imltion  requests  were 
submitted  prior  to  the  operation  for  the  first  three  days  of  operation. 
Thereafter,  It  was  requested  as  expended  to  Maintain  e  three  day  level. 

(d)  Aerial  Resupplyt 

1  The  11th  ACR  continued  to  effect  naxiMnn  LLOC  re¬ 
supply  In  the  LAN  SON*  Operations  ATLAS  WBDQE  and  MONTANA  RAIDS,  how¬ 
ever,  were  totally  resupplied  by  air  and  required  30  to  UO  sorties 
dally.  The  CH-5U  was  used  effectively  during  the  last  two  days  of 
MONTANA  RAIDS  HI  to  resupply  howltser  munition  end  to  evacuate  three 
inoperative  K1 1 3A1  • e. 

2  HLackhorae  Base  Cap  continued  to  be  resupplied  by 
convoy  from  LORO  iffiffl  four  days  e  week.  The  units  continued  to  "free 
flow"  organic  vahlcloa. 

(e)  Maintenance: 

1  The  H551  brought  sane  maintenance  problems  of  it* 
own  with  it.  The  two  zaoet  troublesome  were  leaking  rear  seals  on  the 
recoil  mechanima  and  rapid  wear  of  aluminum  fan  belt  pulleys  need  In 
the  angina*  Both  problems  were  quickly  Identified  and  replacement  aeale 
and  a  teal  pulleys  ere  In  process  of  being  Installed  on  all  vehicles. 

2  In  ths  preceding  quarter,  11th  ACR  operations  In  the 
UN  SON  were  supported  by  a  20-25  nan  contaot  tmm  from  the  551  st  Light 
Maintenance  Copany.  Whan  the  551  et  LMCO  was  transferred  to  BSAR  CAT 
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LSA  control,  most  of  the  nan  and  such  of  the  equipment  of  the  contact 
teas  was  transferred  to  the  IbOth  Heavy  Equipment  Maintenance  Company, 
165th  Maintenance  Battalion.  During  Operation  ATLAS  WEDGE,  the  contact 
team  meved  with  the  squadron  trains  to  LAI  KHS,  taking  an  additional 
two  S&P  trailers  with  major  assemblies.  It  became  obvious  daring 
ATLAS  WEDGE  that  the  contact  team  was  too  small  to  effectively  provide 
on-site  maintenance  and  field  maintenance  In  the  trains  areas,  and  that 
its  lift  capability  of  one  wrecker  wae  Insufficient.  For  Operation 
MONTANA  RAIDER,  the  team  was  increased  to  36,  and  a  VTR  was  added  to 
provide  heavy  lift  and  recovery  capability.  The  augmented  contact  tema 
did  an  outstanding  job  cf  supporting  Operation  MONTANA  RAIDS. 

3  Recovery  and  evacuation  of  vehicles  proved  to  be  a 
difficult  problem  airing  Operation  MONTANA  RAID®.  Neither  the  Regiment 
nor  Its  Increased  ccntect  tema  had  the  capability  to  haul  out  retrograde 
vehicles.  Requests  had  to  be  made  to  the  29th  Group,  and  the  reaction 
time  slowed  down  evacuation.  It  took  seven  days  to  clear  DAD  TIWO  and 
four  to  clear  QUAK  LOI  after  the  11th  ACR  had  moved  out. 

b.  Medicalt 

(1)  General:  The  general  health  of  the  Regiment  during  the  pre- 
eant  reporting  period  continues  to  reflect  improvement.  Statistical  data 
Indicate  a  somewhat  exaggerated  decrease  in  all  conditions,  because  March 
and  April  statistics  are  baaed  only  on  initial  visits  for  a  given 
patient.  Previously,  every  follow-up  visit  has  been  counted  as  a  separate 
occurrence.  Figures  in  future  reports,  however,  should  be  comparable. 

Even  allowing  for  this  change  In  statistical  method,  there  la  a  definite 
decrease  In  the  overall  Regimental  rate  of  non»effectivenese.  Continued 
emphasis  has  been  placed  on  higher  standards  of  sanitary  discipline  and 
control  of  venereal  disease  and  malaria. 

(2)  Non-battle  Injuries  reported  through  medical  channels  In  the 
Regiment  vary  from  abrasions  and  lacerations  to  injuries  of  a  serious 
nature  which  require  hospitalisation  and  evacuation  out  of  the  Republic 
of  Vietnam.  During  the  reporting  period,  total  non-battle  Injuries 
averaged  156  per  month,  indicating  a  3k%  decrease  from  the  previous 
quarter.

The  postal  clerics  are  required  to  maintain  a  current  ledger  on  hospitalised 
personnel.  Insuring  that  patient  mail  ia  pulled  during  sorting  end  returned 
to  the  APO  to  minimise  delay.  Patient  mail  is  sent  daily  by  helicopter 
to  tbs  2bth  and  93rd  Evacuation  Hospitals,  where  the  bulk  of  11th  ACR 
personnel  are  treated* 

(9)  The  authenticity  and  mettlngfulness  of  11th  ACR  medical 
statistics  are  constantly  being  upgraded.  The  Regimental  Burgeon's 
Office  has  been  able  to  present  a  more  realistic  medical  picture  through 
closer  coordination  with  the  Medical  Servica  Corps  officers  and  unit 
medical  personnel.  For  cample,  as  mentioned  earlier,  followup  visits 
previously  had  been  counted  as  a  separate  visit  for  a  given  patient  and 
not  as  visits.  It  is  felt  that  the  new  method  of  counting 

reveals  a  dearer  picture  of  disease  prevalence  and  reflects  a  more 
accurate  report  on  the  health  of  the  command. 

(10)  Dentals  In  the  past,  line  personnel  requiring  dental  repair 
had  to  return  to  Base  Caap  for  treatment.  The  travel  delay  cooaaquant 
to  treatment  placed  a  heavy  pareomai  burden  on  deployed  troops.

(c)  A  significant  decrease  in  the  amount  of  time  required 
for  trail  sales  ion  of  messages  to  and  from  the  Red  Cross  Communications 
Center  in  Washington,  D.C.,  can  be  attributed  to  better  service  in  the 
BIIH  BOA  Coamnini cations  Center.  In  many  instances,  the  dror  has  been 
from  15  to  20  hours  to  es  little  es  2  to  5  hours.  The  Washington  Center 
reports  handling  a  maximum  of  over  8,700  messages  in  one  24-hour  period. 

(3)  Special  Services: 

(a)  ESQ  Shows:  There  have  been  three  USO  shove  in  the  11th 
ACR  during  the  past  quarter.  The  first  was  a  country  music  show  starring 
Jinny  and  his  Bend  frc®  Nashville,  Tennessee.

(4)  Information: 

(a)  General:  The  present  Information  Officer  assumed  his 
post  at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter,  and  iasaediately  instituted  changes 
to  Increase  the  outflow  of  news  and  photo  releases  es  well  as  to  insure 
coverage  from  Stateside  media.  Due  to  favorable  responae  from  news 
correspondents  and  to  a  large  number  of  highly  newsworthy  operations  and 
event#  in  the  Regimental  Area  of  Operation,  news  and  pictorial  cover# ge 
of  the  Regiment  remained  high  during  much  of  the  period. 

The  use  of  the  broadcast  media,  television  in  particular,  hes  scored  the 
greatest  suooees  In  publicising  Regimental  activities.  ABC  did  several 
combat  and  feature  stories  on  the  Air  Cavalry  Tfcoop  during  late  February 
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and  throughout  March.  During  Operation  TWINKLETOES,  more  than  20  newsmen 
were  eecorted  to  the  field.  All  three  ma}or  televielon  networks  covered 
this  operation  end  Michelin  counter  offensive  during  the  month  of  March. 
Coverage  of  the  11th  ACR  accounted  for  I8j  minutes  on  national  television, 

42$  of  the  total  elr  time  devoted  to  combet  operations  In  Vietnam  during 
that  month. 

During  the  reporting  period,  the  Regiment  received  major  coverage  from 
Associated  Frees  and  United  Frees  International  as  well  es  service  and 
civilian  publications,  including  Stars  and  Stripes,  The  Army  Reporter, 

Tr.9  (^server,  Hurricane  Mage  line,  and  Time  Magetlne.  The  high  points  of 
this  coverage  were  two  full-page  center  spreads  In  Stars  and  Stripes  and 
two  stories  with  photos  In  Time  Magazine. 

Production  of  news  and  photo  releesee  fell  off  during  the  reporting  period 
due  to  the  great  amount  of  time  epent  coordinating  and  escorting  newsmen. 

The  Detechment  maintained  e  high  level  of  direct  hometown  news  releases 
on  members  of  the  Regiment,  with  a  favorable  percentage  of  response.  Pro¬ 
duction  of  Hometown  News  Releases  through  the  Army  Hometown  Neve  Center 
remained  low.  A  plan  for  revising  ore rati on  of  this  oropram  has  been 
submitted  for  the  Commanding  Officer's  approval.  The  suggested  plan 
would  remove  the  responsibility  for  hometown  news  release  foma  from  the 
replacement  echool  and  lodge  it  with  the  Individual  squadrons. 

Plans  for  e  Regimental  newspaper  to  bolster  the  command  Information  pro¬ 
gram  were  canpleted  early  in  March.  The  original  plan  wes  to  begin  pub¬ 
lishing  In  April,  but  due  to  the  impending  departure  of  the  Commanding 
Officer,  the  plan  wae  deferred  end  made  contingent  upon  Colonel  Uech's 
approval.  Manpower  changes  were  effected  with  an  eye  toward  publlcetlon 
of  the  newspaper. 

During  the  month  of  March,  the  Ihformetion  Office  conducted  briefings  on 
the  Sheridan  Assault  Vehicle  for  CBS,  AP,  and  Time  Msgesine.  A  stock 
briefing  supplemented  with  photoe  wee  prepared  to  cope  with  Inquiries 
concerning  the  Sheridan.  A  directive  wee  aleo  circulated  within  the  Regi¬ 
ment  to  refer  all  inquiries  concerning  the  Sharlden  to  the  Informetion  Office. 

The  Informetion  Office  provided  technical  assistance  and  guidance  to  S-3 
and  S-5  on  the  preparation,  release,  and  distribution  of  magazine  articlee. 

The  main  emphasis  of  the  information  program  has  been  to  induce  rerortare 
to  cover  Regimental  combet  orerations  in  person.  Tha  nri-*ry  means  of 
doing  thia  is  to  foster  friendly  relations  with  es  many  correspondents 
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as  possible  end  to  Inform  them  promptly  when  a  major  action  occurs.  The 
Detachment  has  encountered  e  fev  problems  in  arranging  transportetion  in 
the  field,  but  major  problems  with  the  nevs  media  have  been  surprisingly 
fev.

Commanders  have  been 
instructed  to  consider  the  imposition  of  more  severe  penalties,  including 
trail  by  courts-martial,  in  ordsr  to  reduce  the  occurrence  of  such  vio¬ 
lations. 

8.  (FOUO)  PSYCHOLOGICAL  OPERATIONS: 

a.  General:  11th  AGR  psychological  operations  during  the  quarter  were 
concontreted  primarily  on  pacification  of  the  hamlets  in  the  LAM  SON  AO. 

The  effort  was  reinforced  on  several  occasione  br  cordons  to  find,  fix, 

and  finish  the  extant  anti-GVN  elements.  More  than  fifty  HOI  CHANH  defected 
during  the  reporting  pexiod  to  the  Allied  cesue,  but  VCI  remnants  often 
remained  undetected.  All  PS70PS  capabilities  were  used  during  the  quarter, 
including  aerial  and  ground  loudspeaker  operations,  movies,  television, 
pre-recorded  tapes,  slides,  leaflet  drops,  quick  reaction  loudspeaker  mis¬ 
sions,  poster  and  newspaper  dissemination,  and  moat  of  all,  faoe-to-face 
communications  to  develop  all -important  rapport  with  the  Vietnamese  people. 

b.  Several  operations  involved  leaflet  and  broadcast  missions  during 
the  reporting  period,  the  majority  being  eupported  and  conducted  by  the 
6th  PSIOP  Battalion.  No  positive  feedback  as  such  resulted  fro®  these 
operations. 

c.  Ralliers:  There  were  over  fifty  ralllera  during  ths  reporting 
period.  According  to  feedback  from  detainees,  B-52  strikes  and  artillery 
harassment  were  primarily  responsible  for  the  large  number  of  defeotiona. 

Most  r&lllers  had  been  exposed  to  FSYOP  material,  but  stated  that  such 
materials  had  little  effect  on  their  decisions  to  rally.  This  view,  however, 
is  questionable. 

d.  The  general  attitude  of  the  people  in  the  hamlets  of  our  AO  is 
for  the  most  part  candidly  apathetic.  They  want  to  be  left  alone  by  both 
VC  and  Allied  forces,  looking  toward  the  ultimate  unification  of  Vietnam. 

They  despeiately  want  a  cessation  of  war,  but  are  not  willing  to  sacrifice 
their  lives  to  take  e  positive  stand  either  way  as  a  community.  Consequently, 
they  continue  to  coexist  passively  with  the  warring  factions  pushing  them 

one  wey  or  the  other  depending  on  who  has  the  upper  hand.  Prom  all  outward 
indications,  the  villagers  strongly  resent  their  government  and  tie  Allied 
forces.  Both  sides  do  their  share  of  pacifying  and  irritating  the  populece, 
but  due  to  the  fact  that  the  VC  are  indigenous  and  related  to  ths  villagers 
In  some  way,  there  is  obvious  sympathy  for  the  VC  and  VCI. 

The  Allied  presence  and  their  continued  presentation  of  material  objscts 
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to  villagers  is  just  a  me  ana  of  taking  time  and  results  in  perpetuating 
a  feeling  of  Inferiority  among  the  -villagers.  Support  for  the  OVH  cannot 
be  bought  In  this  way.  A  more  positive  stand  should  be  taken  to  shift 
responsibility  for  the  var  effort  and  pacification  to  the  Vietnamese 
people,  giving  then  the  direct  incentives  of  peace  and  involwMnt  in 
their  go  Vermont.

a.  Reference  item  concerning  "CEV  Operations  in  Heavy  Vegetation," 
section  II,  page  50,  paragraph  lb(9);  concur.  A  cannister  round  would 
increase  the  CLV ‘s  defensive  capability  in  dense  Jungle.  The  919th 
Engineer  Company  hae  been  advised  to  initiate  an  ENSURE  request  for  the 
cannister  round.  The  inability  to  rotate  the  turret,  as  mentioned  in  the 
ORLL,  was  caused  by  a  mechanical  failure  in  the  power  controls.  The  unit 
has  been  advieed  to  submit  an  EIrt,  should  the  problem  warrant  such  action. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  "The  .45-cal  submachine  gun, "section  II, 
page  50,  paragraph  lb(ll);  concur.  The  proposed  substitution  of  one  M16 
Rifle  and  one  M79  Grenade  launcher  for  the  submachine  guns  is  realistic.
